Oswald  “Ossie”  Bates 


Ossie  Bates  and  friend 


Ossie  Bates,  who  died  suddenly  from  a 
heart  atttack  at  his  home  on  June  26  at 
the  age  of  72,  was  the  Editor  of 
TattersalFs  Magazine  for  a  period  of 
some  10  years  and  was  also  the  previous 
editor  of  this  newsletter. 

He  joined  the  club  in  1957  when  he 
was  working  as  a  commercial  artist  for 
Hoyt’s  Cinemas  and  brought  the  benefits 
of  his  artistic  abilities  to  the  club 
publications  in  addition  to  his  editorial 
skills. 

Ossie  had  been  a  First  Grade  cricketer 
for  Paddington  in  younger  days  and  his 
enthusiasm  for  sport  was  reflected  in  his 
entry,  shortly  before  his  death,  in  the 
club  Snooker  Handicap  Competition. 

He  was  also  a  keen  golfer  and  member 
of  Pymble  Golf  Club,  a  keen  fisherman 
and  a  racing  enthusiast  with  a 
reputation  for  winning  trifectas. 

In  World  War  Two  Ossie  served  as  a 
correspondent  on  army  newspapers 
overseas  and  recounted  with  relish  his 
moment  of  fame  when  he  was 
“recognised”  in  Tokyo  by  General 
Douglas  MacArthur. 

Ossie,  with  a  group  of  friends,  passed 
MacArthur’s  car  as  the  General  got  out, 
and  as  senior  NCO,  Ossie  saluted. 
“G’day  Aussie,”  said  MacArthur  as  he 
noted  the  uniform  and  vanished  into  his 
headquarters,  leaving  Ossie’s  mates 
asking  in  awe:  “How  did  you  get  to 
know  HIM?” 

Ossie  had  never  retired  and  was  still 
working,  both  as  a  commercial  artist 
and  on  his  paintings  up  to  his  death. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Pat,  his 
daughters  Michelle  and  Anna  Louise 
and  one  son,  Peter.
